Leader Directions 


Sparks and Flash 

Each week, the children will be greeted by two electri¬ 
cians named Sparks and Flash. The electricians are the 
facilitators at Countertop Connections and can be 
dressed simply with a tool belt around their waist. If 
desired, you may provide a more elaborate costume 
that would include overalls, a hard hat, and boots. 


Sparks and Flash should be played by the same two vol¬ 
unteers each week. If a substitute is ever needed, use a 
new name and simply say he or she is a friend of one of 
the electricians. Then change the name in the scripts 
accordingly. 
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Sparks and Flash will 

• welcome the children; 

• lead them in a brief song; 

• share any program announcements; 

If your church has chosen to participate in the mission project with Compassion Inter¬ 
national, this would be a great time to talk about that project each week. 

• introduce the Bob and Larry puppet segment; 

• show the video clip; 

• help kids learn different ways to memorize the Program Verse, James 4:8, and six Unit 
Memory Verses (seven Bible verses in all, throughout the year); 

• close in prayer; 

• dismiss the children in their VeggieConnections Groups to the Veggie sites they are visit¬ 
ing for that day. 


Arrival Activities 


Before the weekly welcome, Sparks and Flash may want to choose one of the following Arrival 
Activities as kids enter the gathering area for the Countertop Connections:

• Sparks and Flash Skit: Introduced by another leader. 

Sparks and Flash enter, dancing to the THINK—LINK—ACT song upon introduction. Have Sparks 
and Flash greet students. Include a brief description of their job, explaining that electricians 
help things connect to their power source. After introductions, Sparks and Flash may choose to follow 
this script. 

Future lessons do not provide a skit, as your opening time is generally limited to a shorter 
time period. 

Sparks: Boys and girls, Flash and I are energized and ready to be your guides as we learn this year 
about relationships with God. 

Flash: Yeah, kids, and you will begin your adventure in just a few minutes. First, we’d like to 
explain to you how things are going to work. 

Sparks: Every week, you’ll meet your VeggieConnections Shepherd right here at the Countertop 
Connection. VeggieConnections Shepherds, raise your hands! Great! You’ll sit together 
with your shepherd and wait for Flash and me to start the program! 

Flash: Sparks and I will sing a song with you and then share any announcements for the day. 
Then, our friends Bob and Larry will share some fun with you. 

Sparks: Next, we get to watch a VeggieTales video segment! How many of you have ever heard of 
VeggieTales? (Have children answer by putting their hands on their shoulders, touching 
their elbows, or make a silly face.) 

Flash: Great! For those of you who haven’t, VeggieTales is a series of videos and books that teach 
us about God in a really fun way. And this year, we’re going to learn a lot of great stuff 
about God and having a relationship with him! 


NOTE: 

Countertop Connections 
will be slightly longer the 
very first week of the pro¬ 
gram in order to orient the 
children to the program. As 
the children arrive, ask one 
of the leaders to welcome 
the children, do the first 
activity, and then welcome 
Sparks and Flash. 
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Sparks: That’s right. And, while we’re building a relationship with God, we’re also going to help 
out some wonderful kids as we partner with Compassion International. 

Flash: After the video segment, we will close our time all together learning our program Bible 
verse “Come near to God and he will come near to you.” That’s from the book of James, 
chapter four, verse eight. Then we will finish with a prayer. 

Sparks: And then you’ll go to a fun Veggie Site with your VeggieConnections Shepherds. 

Flash: This is so exciting, Sparks! I can’t believe how super this is going to be. And do you know the 
best part? We’re going to be connecting with God and making a “zaptacular” relationship 
with him. 

Sparks: That’s right! We’re going to THINK about what to do, LINK to what we have learned, 
and ACT in a way that God teaches us to in the Bible! You’ll learn more about that when 
you travel to all sorts of fun Veggie Sites like the Chocolate Factory and Madame Blue¬ 
berry’s Tree House. 

Flash: Snoodleburg and the Veggie Lagoon! 

Sparks: Flibber-o-loo and Dodgeball City! 

Flash: And at every one of these places, you’ll find out new ways to connect to God, build a great 
relationship with him, and THINK—LINK—ACT. 


After the skit is over, Sparks and Flash take over the Countertop Connections leadership roles from here on. 

• Lead children in the THINK — LINK—ACT song on the VeggieConnections Music CD. 

• Share announcements with children. 

Talk about the Compassion International project, if you have chosen to participate in 
this wonderful mission opportunity that will help kids connect to other kids around 
the world!

• Introduce Bob and Larry puppet segment by saying: Every day we’re going to get to hear 
from our friends, Bob the Tomato and Larry the Cucumber, as they do a puppet show 
for us. Let’s see what they have to say to begin our VeggieConnections program! 

• Now it’s time to introduce you to our good pals, Bob the Tomato and Larry the 
Cucumber. Kids, did you know that God knows each one of us? He made us and has a 
plan for each of our lives. Every week we’ll get to see a VeggieTales clip that will show 
us different ways we can connect to God. Today we’ll see Bob and Larry stranded on 
an island. Larry, the first mate, isn’t feeling too good about himself. Show Unit 1, 
Lesson 1 video clip. 

• Teach James 4:8, the Program Verse, using ideas found on page 2.

Lighting is set to produce shadows of the puppets. 

Larry: (urgent voice) Bob, freeze! Stand perfectly still. There is a monster directly behind you. 
Bob: (freezes and is frightened) Wh-Wh-What? 

Larry: Right behind you, Bob. It’s dark and round and oh so terrifying. If you stay still, it might 
go away.

Bob: Larry, those all sound fun, but what about helping others? Everything on your list only has 
to do with having fun. 

Larry: Well, sure. What’s wrong with that? 

Bob: There’s nothing wrong with having fun, Larry. But God wants us to spend time helping 
other people, too. 

Larry: But that takes work. Why would I want to work when I can play, Bob? 

Bob: It’s all about doing what’s right. That’s what we’re going to learn about at the Veggie Lagoon. 
Larry: But doing what’s right sound like it might not be as fun, Bob. 

Bob: Larry, doing what’s right might not always be fun, but it makes you feel good on the inside. 
Larry: How come?
